Upon amending the claims, the previous rejections under 35 USC 1 12, first and 
second paragraphs, as well as obvious double patenting have been withdrawn. It 
appears that the claimed compounds and methods which rely upon "peptidomimetics or 
peptides of less than forty amino acid residues and having the structure and function of 
human CD59 amino acid residues 42-58 of SEQ ID NO: 3" appear to be free of the prior 
Art. Accordingly, the instant claims are deemed allowable.
